S IMPLICITY, reliability and economy 
are the three outstanding character- 
istics. which, almost since its introduction, 
have maintained the pularity of the 
four-cylinder engine. it had, however, 
one great drawback which was common 
even to the best-balanced of these types of 
engines—it vibrated at certain speeds, but 
the fault has now been successfully over- 
come. Once again, that remarkable sub- 
stance, rubber, the uses for which we are

The previous virtually rigid 
four-point engine suspension is replaced 
by a relatively free two-point suspension 
which allows the engine to rock on its 
natural axis. The engine mountings, only 
two in number, are so placed that the 
engine, if it were free to rotate, would do 
so in perfect balance. At each mounting 
live rubber, an inch thick, allows the 
engine to oscillate, thus dissipating the 
impulses caused by the pewe- explosions.

PEDESTRIANS’ SIGNALS. 

A case tried in the London Courts a few 
days ago should act as a warning to 
motorists not to put their trust in the 
signals given by pedestrians at corners. 
A pedestrian who gave a signal to a driver 
to cross the road was made joint defendant 
in an action for damages as a result of a 
collision. He was dismissed from the 
action. We are always grateful to those 
who help by telling us whether or not 
the sad is clear, but it is extremely 
foolish to proceed on the assumption that 
the signals are correct. Even when a 
Civic Guard calls us on it is un- 
wise not to be prepared for eventualities ; 
for the driver on the other road 
may not have seen his signal.

Miss Early replied that there conlá not 
have been 3 per cent. fat in the milk as it 
came from the cow. There had been no 
interference with it, and, as both analyses 
showed, it was only .25 per ,cent. below the 
standard, which would probably be. the 
normal fer June. It was. good. milk, and 
Mr. Sheedy, who had been fourteen years in 
the trade, with hundreds of samples taken 
and no previous complaint, was always most 
particular about it. 

Mr. Hannan found that there had heen 
no interference with the milk, but the jolting 
of tha cart had not mixed it sufficiently, so 


that the milk at. the top contained more fat | 


than the milk at the bottom. H there had 
heen a test of the cows’ milk in or about the 
time the samp'e was taken it might have 
supported the defence, but no such test was 
made. He found the cases proved, but 
applied the Probation Act, recommending 
Mr. Sheedy to supply his driver with a dash 
for the churn. to mix the milk.

with it. There seems to be no real 
obstacle to doing the same thing for the 
history of our counties and towns—even 
of our little villages. It needs only some- 
one to make a start. 


Women Jockeus. 


July the sixth—last Wednesday—will 
stand as an historic date in French racing 
history; for on that ‘day several women 
exercised their recently-won right to ride 
in races under the French rules. So far 
in these islands women have been for- 
bidden to ride under the loca] Jockey Club 
rules, though I suppose that in time they 
will win the right—and many subsequent 
races. Women have proved themselves to 
be both skilful and successful riders not 
only at point-to-point meetings, but in 
recent years in the Newmarket Town 
Plate, which is not run under the Jockey 
Club rules. The Horse Show at Balls 
bridge has also shown us how skilled 
women are over the sticks, and many 
hunts have cause to be grateful to their 
women masters. 


“Che Greatest Boxer. 
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i 


I suppose that there will: always be 
some difference of opinion as to who was 
the greatest heavy-weight boxer within 
living memory. The few men now alive 
who saw John L. Sullivan at his best 
would give him the palm, but the result 
of a recent poll on the question in 
America does not. agree with this yerdict. 
The opinions of all who had claims to be 
considered as experts in the boxing world 
were sought, and the “ Big Five” of the 
ring were placed as follows :—Jim Jeffries, 
Jack Johnson, Jack Dempsey, Bob Fitz- 
simons and John L. Sullivan. Jeffries 
was slightly ahead of Johnson in the 
voting, with the others a good way be- 
hind. He was a boiler-maker by trade, 
and his body and head are said to have 
been almost invulnerable. This circum- 
stance, combined with great speed and 
agility, gave him the victory over all 
opponents, until he was feolish enough to 
come out of his retirement and meet Jack 
Johnson, who defeated him in 1910. John- 
son was considered by many to be the 
greatest. pugilist that ever lived, but there 
was a certain amount of suspicion about 
some of his fights, and most of the men 
whom he fought were not in the highest 
class. As a pure boxer, he was superb 
both in attack and defence, whereas 
Jeffries mever seemed to care very much 
whether his opponent hit him or not. I 
do not think it likely that the. historic 
veterans, Broughton, Mendoza, Sayers or 
Heenan, for instance, were as good as 


these two Americans, because they had 
not the advantage of modern training 
methods. Unfortunately, the 
art” in America has become so utterly 
demoralised of late that I do not wonder 
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to be fought for in Europe, for whi 
Americans might enter if they. pleased. 


Puffing Holes.

specialises in many thi sides the 
Sunken wrecks of Sasaki neal One ‘of 
the most powerful attractions of many 
West of Ireland watering-places is the 
local Puffing Hole caused by the inrush 
of water into a certain formation of rock. 
There is something irresistibly fascinating 
about a Puffing Hole, though the stranger 
must find out something of the moyements 
of the tide before he need expect te see 
the phenomenon in full working order. 
Low tide is no good, of course, and full 
tide is not much better—it must be some- 
where between the two. There is a very 
famous Puffing Hole at Kilkee, in County 
Clare, and anyone who has watched that 
glittering spont of water forced through 
an opening in- the rocks, and has heard 
the report of the wave that struck far 
below, will appreciate .the surprising 
story told to me recently gan who was 
in Kilkee when the thing happened. Two 
dogs were foolish enough to sguabble very 
close to the Puffing ole, and, to the 
horror of his owner, one of them fell 
through the opening into the maelstrom 
below. The only comfort that the owner 
had was that his pet’s sufferings would be 
short-lived—there was nothing to be 
done. Three days later some fishermen 
noticed something move on a rock not far 
from the, place, and, rowing across, they 
found the dog, very huligry, but quite 
unhurt. i 


A Famous Railway Closes. 


The famous .trans-Andine Railway, 
which linked the Atlantic with the 
Pacific Ocean over the Andes, at an 
average height of two. miles above ‘sea 
level, was closed to traffic last week. The 
reason lay in the increasing tariff.struggle 
between Chile and. Argentina in their 
effort to maintain business in face of 
adverse conditions throughout South 
America. The line is controlled by British 
administrators, and is 155 miles long, of 
narrow gauge. It was first mooted in 
1860, in a lecture before the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society in London, but was 
completed only in 1910. Cog-wheeled 
engines grip a saw-toothed shaft be- 
tween the rails, but snowfalls and 
avalanches made the railway’s time-table 
rather uncertain during the first decade of 
its working. . Passenger trains ran twice 
weekly between Buenos Aires and Santiago 
de Chile, at an average fare Of 55 cents a 
mile over the Andine section. As it 15 
only the actual trans-Andine section that 
has been closed, the other sections of the 
railway continue to be operated—one 
section in Chile, the other in Argentina.

The ninth four-weekly report issued by the 
Department of Agriculture in connection with 
the egg laying competition which is being 
conducted at the Munster Institute, Cork, 
states that the general health of the pullets 
during the ninth period, which ended on the 
23rd June, was satisfactory. There was, how- 
‘ever, a considerable decrease in the egg yield, 
consequent on the number of birds which fell 
into moult. The prevalence of moulting may 
be accounted for by the spell of very warm 
weather experienced, and by broodiness, many 
of the birds cooped during the month having 
commenced to moult on being returned to 
their pens. The number of broody birds was 
151, and the number of deaths nine. 

The health of the dack flock was, on the 
whole, good during the month. As in the 
case of pullets, moulting is becoming 
prevalent, production being adversely affected 
thereby. '

weight prescribed for second grade, and 
making allowance for the death of forty-five

ECONOMY IN THE CITY HALL. 


Several years ago the late Sir William 
Coates, then chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Belfast Corporation, in 
reviewing the financial position of the 
city, expressed the opinion that it would 
be possible to save about £50,000 a year 
under a system of proper economical ad- 
ministration. Sir illiam gave the 
reasons for his beliefs, pointing out 
certain anomalies in the salaries and 
wages bills, and commenting on the fact 
that certain routine work which could be 
done by junior clerks was being performed 
by highly-paid officials.

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r. Baldwin made a general statement. 
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It is the firm conviction of statesmen 
that a particular weapon can be defined 
as offensive or defensive in character. Mr. 
Baldwin quoted President Hoover to the 
effect that ‘‘ reduction should be carried 
out not only by broad, general cuts, but by 


through decreases in the power of attack." 
Thus it is not surprising to find the four 
weapons most repugnant to politicians— 
bombing aeroplanes, tanks, mobile guns of 
more than a certain calibre and sub- 
marines—well to the fore in the suggested 
cuts. In two cases—those of tanks and 
bombing aeroplanes—the British pro- 
gramme contains provisos. Britain cannot 
deem tanks of less than twenty tons to be 
other than defensive in character; for, in 
their absence, she would’ be forced to 
increase her infantry: The submarine, 
for various reasons, falls into a different 
category. Bombing by aeroplane is to be 
prohibited, in the interests of civilian 
populations, “ save within limits to be 
laid down as precisely as possible by an 
international convention.”” Here surely 
is a confusion of thought; for in the event 
of a war the members of the convention 
almost certainly would be involved, and 
‘as precisely as possible ” would mean 
nothing at all. On the whole, however, 
the proposed cuts and abolitions are no 


unreasonable. 

First and foremost, Britain is a 
naval Power. Mr. Baldwin explained 
that the obligation to police trade routes 
must forbid her to réduze the number cf 
her cruisers to the level which a complete 
concurrence with President Hoover's 
figures wonld involve. Then he stated 
what could be done. Let submarines be 
abolished, he said, and British destroyer 
tonnage could be reduced by a third. In 
any case, let their surface displacement 
be limited’ to 250 tons. The tonnage ol 
capital ships. ought to be related 
to the calibre of their heavy guns. 
Under existing treaties the limit is 
35,000 tons; if gun calibres were 
would 
accept a displacement of 22,000 tons. If 
so much were impossible, he proposed a.

Thus far the scheme has failed 
to meet expectations in one matter—the 
matter of cost—and citizens are reasonably 
perturbed by the fact that they now pay 
more for current than they would have 
paid under the abandoned systems. If 
they are to receive any more unpleasant 
surprises, it is best that they should 
receive them at once. We commend the 
proposal to establish a link between the 
power systems of the Free State and 
Northern Ireland. Such a link not only 
would relieve both States in a case of 
emergency, but would be a real step 
towards national harmony, and we hope 
that something will be done about it. On 
the other hand, the fact that the proposal 
has been mooted in Dáil Fireann has 
a dubious ring. It suggests that the Póil. 
is not quite at ease about the future. of the 
Shannon scheme; and we ask the Govern- 
ment to take the public into its full con- 
fidence, 


Taxes on Games. 


Yesterday the Dáil ratified the Free 
State Government’s, proposals for the 
taxation of outdoor sports. Gaelic games 
are exempt from the new taxes, but the 
followers. of all other sports must pay 
for their equally innocent pursuit of 
health and pleasure. From these imposts 
the Government hopes to raise an annual 
sum of £25,000, and it could not have 
contrived a more ill-judged, more un- 
profitable or more vexatious means of 
revenue. In the first place, the dis- 
crimination in favour of Gaelic games is 
unfair, Nobody wants to tax them, but 
Irish sport ought not to be affected by 
the inferiority complexes of Irish politics. 
If there is: good case—and there is a 
good case—for the exemption of Gaelic 
football and hurling, the case for the free 
enjoyment of Rugby and Association foot- 
ball certainly is as strong. Rugby is one 
of thefimest games in the world ; Irishmen 
excel init; as Professor Alton said yester- 
day, it is older than Gaelic football, and 
it is one of the few and precious links. 
between the young manhood of North and 
South. Association football to-day is the 
most popular game in the Free State. I 
brightens the lives of the working classes 
with a clean and cheerful interest; and, 
during the season, the Saturday games in 
Dublin. are attended by some sixty 
thousand persons. Henceforward there 
will be a tax of one penny on every six-’ 
penny seat, and of twopence on every 
shilling seat, at ‘Shelbourne and Daly- 
mount Parks. Truly existence in the Free 
State becomes a dismal affair under a 
Government that taxes not only the neces- 
saries of life—soon the citizen’s very bread 
will be dearer—but the hardly-won leisure 
of the middle and working classes. 
Remembering—if it does remember—that 
society is based on the resignation of the 
poor, the Government would have been 
wise to leave at least a tax-free Saturday 


afternoon as an oasis in the advancing 


desert. In this matter the working classes 
have been ‘‘let down” cruelly by their 
so-called champions of the Labour Party.

An Arctic Expedition. 

Two ‘vessels shortly will leave Saint- 
Servan in Brittany for Greenland, where 
an expedition of French men of science 
will prepare to withstand the rigours of 
an Aretic winter. About four Disidtred 
tons of equipment are being taken by the 
expedition, which is going to study 
meteorological conditions. The two ships 
are the famous Pourquoi Pas, with Dr 
Charcot on board. and the mine-layer 
Pollux, which are the French contribution 
to the work of the ‘international polar 
Year.” Foliowing an example set fifty 
years ago, when twelve nations equipped 
fourteen expeditions to further the know- 
ledge of the polar regions, an international 
committee, composed of Danish, German, 
American, French, Dutch and Russian re- 
presentatives, was set up to establish the 
programme of a second “ polar year, to 
spread over 1932-33.

TRADE RESTRICTIONS, 


_ The statement deals with restrictions on 
international trade, the net result of 
which, it is urged, is to contribute to the 
progressive decline in international com- 
merce, 
were faced with the prospect of the almost 
complete cessation of trade. between the 
nations. A greater: measure of freedom 
must be restored if a complete breakdown 
of world trade and production was to be 
avoided. 

The statement adds :— 

“ We should, therefore, “wish to see the 
Ottawa Conference endeavour to give a 
lead, both by its declarations and y its 
actions, towards an ultimate all-round 
relaxation of restrictions on trade. Asa 
first step everything possible should be 
done to facilitate the easy exchange of 
goods between the different nations of the 
Commonwealth. 

_““In the second place we hope the de- 
cisions of the Ottawa Conference will be 
sugh as to facilitate international action, 
sg gers to bring about a recovery in the 
level of wholesale prices. 

“We are convinced that one of the most 
urgent needs at the moment “is to prevent 
any further fall in the wholesale price level 
and to restore wholesale prices to a level 
which will eonduce to industrial activity. 

“ We should like to see steps taken at 
Ottawa to encourage the wise planning of 
production throughout the Commonwealth, 
including the development of complemen- 
tary production.’’

SUBMARINE’S DIVE 
TO THE BOTTOM. 


FATE OF SIXTY-SIX MEN

The submarine Promethée, while 
carrying out a trial voyage on the 
surface, sank suddenly to a depth of 
150 feet when seven miles north of 
Cape Levi.

The Maritime 
Prefecture of Cherbourg immediately 
sent to the spot every available vessel 
to locate the submarine.

U.S. SENATOR’S PROPOSAL.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

A resolution proposing the cancellation 
óf War debts, if the nations of the world 
will agtee to progressive disarmament at 
the rate of five per cent. per year, for 
a period of ten years, has been submi 
by Senator Shipstead, of Minnesota. 

The resolution also makes the cancella- 
tion of debts conditional upon the agree- 
ment of foreign nations to abolish con- 
struction for military purposes for thirty 
years, and upon the cancellation of repara- 
tions, “ because. they can save in the next 
thirty years on armament expenditure 
many times more than the amount of the’ 
inter-governmental debts, and abolish for 
thirty years ninety-five per cent; of the 
chances of another worid war.”

Mr. Baldwin read the statement as, 
follows :— 

The Disarmament Conference has reached 
a stage when we must review the present 
position of our discussions, and co-operate 
without loss of time in reaching and 
registering. practical conclusions. The 
Government of the United Kingdom most 
cordially welcome President Hoover’s de- 
claration as. a contribution to this end. 
We welcome it alike because it calls for 
a really substantial measure of disarma 
ment and because? it seeks to apply the 
two principles of quantitative and of 
qualitative limitation. 

As President Hoover said: ‘‘ Reduction 
should be carried out, not only by broad 
general ‘cuts’ in armaments, but by in- 
creasing the comparative power of defence 
through decreases in the power of the 
attack.” We desire to associate ourselves 
with these conceptions, and to contribute 
all that we can to secure their practical 
application. The United Kingdom Cabinet | 
has considered President Hoover’s declara- 
tion in this spirit, and what I am about 
to say on certain practical points is said 
with a deep desire to promote co-operation 
and agreement. Success at Geneva 
depends upon general agreement, and the 
American delegation has made it plain 
that President. Hoover’s proposals are put | 
forward as:a contribution to an agreed 
general programme. 


BRITISH SUGGESTIONS. 


The United Kinzdom Government have 
already advanced wide suggestions of their 
own. These, while they differ in some 
important respects ns to method of 
measure, are inspired by the same purpose, 
and a comparison will show that already 
there is a substantial area of “common 
ground. ‘Without interrupting or antici- 
pating detailed discussions which must 
take place with the other delegations 
represented at Geneva, it is. convenient 
at this moment to set out in broad outline 
the main characteristics of the United 
Kingdom proposals. They in their turn 
should be regarded, as I have said, not as 
a declaration of isolated action, but as a 
contribution to general agreement. 

First, the Government of the United 
Kingdom desire to put on record their 
agreement with President Hoover on the 
further principle that the three problems 
of military, naval and air disarmament 
are tnter-connected. Internationa] agree- 
ment cannot be attained without an 
adequate contribution from all three 
sources, Inasmuch as Britain, like the 
United States; finds her strongest arm in 
the Navy, the contribution which concerns 
her most is to be found in this sphere. 
in which, as is well known, contributions 
to disarmament on the largest scale have 
already been made in advance of the 
general Disarmament. Conference. Never- 
theless, the Government of the United 
Kingdom now offer a further contribu- 
tion as part of a general world settle. 
ment, 

It ts now proposed to set out, under the 
necessary heads of land, sea and air, the 
manner in which the Government of the 
United Kingdom would suggest that. these 
principles could be applied. 


LAND PROPOSALS. 


In the realm of land disarmament, His 
Majesty's Government in the United King- 
dom find themselves very largely im accord 
with. President Hoover's proposals. 

Naturally it. will be necessary carefully to 
examine details before expressing a final 
opinion on their suitability to the situa- 


the four. categories to which these pro- 
posals relate :'— 

(a) In regard to the strength of land 
Armies, His Majesty’s Government have 


proposals for land disarmament. the .ex- 
amination oí measures for the reduction of 
effectives to the lowest level compatible 
with national safety. So far as their own 
forces are concerned, His Majesty's Go- 


vernment have not only abolished conscrip- 
tion, but have.already effected reductions 
to the minimum seinlvins required for the 
reservation of.internal order, and for the 
efence of their overseas possessions and 
communications.. If we take account of 
the whole British Army, including not only 
British troops in Great Britain and her

(d) In regard to tanks, His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom find 
themselves entirely at one with President 
Hoover in desiring the application of tho 
principle that specifically offensive 
weapons should be prohibited. His 
Majesty’s Government have already 
advocated: the abolition of all tanks above 
a weight of 20 tons, which, by their 
charatteristics, are especially suitable for 
offensive employment in battle. 

Tanks of the lighter type cannot be re- 
garded as specifically offensive weapons. 
Their comparatively light armour and 
their reduced capacity for crossing 
trenches render them unsuitable for the 
assault of highly-organised defences. More 
over, in a small voluntarily enlisted army, 
like our own, they constitute an essential 
compensation for lack of *numbers, which 
it would be impossible to surrender. As 
far as this country is concerned, in view 
of its world-wide responsibilities, any 
general prohibition would require an in- 
crease in our present land forces in terms 
of man-power, and thus as a measure of 
disarmament would tend to defeat its own 
ends. 

It would be seen, therefore, that in the 
realm of land disarmament the proposals 
of the United States Government, so far 
as they relate to matters which directly 
touch the land forces of the United King- 
dom, approximate very closely to those 


| favoured by His Majesty’s Government, 


and that in the total of their effectives His 
Majesty’s Government have been able 
already to put into practice a measure vf 
disarmament which more than conforms te 
the standards proposed by President 
Hoover. 


NAVAL .PROPOSALS. 


These proposals cover all types of vessel 
—capital ships, aircraft carriers, cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. If is essen- 
tial that proposals that are intended to be 
adopted by general agreement should make 
due provision for varying circumstances. 
Having regard to the widely scattered 
responsibilities of the British Navy, it is 
not practicable for us to cut down the 
number of naval units teyond a ‘certain 
point. Occasions may arise when these 
responsibilities call for the presence of 
ships simultaneously in parts of the world 
far removed from one another. It is 
essential to bear in mind, in this connec- 
tion, the very large reduction in the 
number of ships of old categories which 
has already been effected. 

If a comparison is made with the year 
before the War, it will be found that, 
taking account of completed vessels of the 
United Kingdom and other members of the 
British Commonwealth possessing vessel 
of any of the categories mentioned, capital 
ships have been reduced from 69 to 15, 
cruisers from 108 to 52, destroyers from 
985 to 147, and submarines from 74 to 52, 
Numerical reduction in the British Navy 
has, therefore, already been applied on + 
very large scale, and, indeed, cruiser 
numbers will require special consideration 
hereafter. | 

But though there is, for the reasons 
already pointed out, a limit to numerical 
reduction, it is perfectly possible, and in 
the highest degree desirable, to adopt 4 
mode of treatment which will secure by 
other means the large diminution in naval 
armaments at which we are all almings 
The present treaty limits of size and gum 
calibre are far too high, and the United 
Kingdom Government consider that very 
large reductions, amounting to about one- 
third. both in the case of capital ships 
and cruisers, can be made in future con- 
struction. 


CAPITAL SHIPS. 


As regards capital ships, the position 
under existing naval treaties is that, as 
between Britain, the United States and 
Japan, no further capital ship construc- 
tion could be undertaken in any event 
until the year 1937. The maximum sise 
for any future construction has been fixed 
at 35,000 tons and the gun at 16 inches. 
The total tonnage of the category of ships 
can be reduced either by diminishing their 
number or by diminishing their size. In 
regard to number, the considerations which 
the United Kingdom. Government are 
bound to bear in mind have already been 
stated. The American proposal would 
leave the size of these enormously expen- 
sive vessels and the calibre of their guns 
untouchd in any future construction of 
capital ships. Every figure involved im 
these huge dimensions—initial cost, 
upkeep, personnel, ammunition, stores, 
docks--would be maintained at the highest 


level. | :

@bolition of submarines. 

(7) If submarines cannot be completely 
abolishéd, fix their maximum surface dis- 
placement at 250 tons; with a strict limita- 
tion both of total tonnage and number of 
units, 


AIR PROPOSALS. 


There is no aspect of intérnational dis- 
érmament more vitally urgent than the adop- 
tion. without delay of the most effective 
measures wa wero the civilian population 
from the fearful horrors of bombardment from 
the air. . The Government of the United 
Kingdom would be prepared to: go to any 
length in agreement with other Powers to 
achieve this object, and if more drastic 
measures are proposed from any other quarter 
and are shown to be practicable they will 
examine them with the utmost sympathy. 

They propose that the high contracting 
parties should agree between themselves in 
respect of their air forces that there should 
e :— 

(1) The Complete probibition of all hombing 
from the air save within limits to be laid 
down as precisely as possible by an Inter- 
national Convention. Attacks upon the civilian 
population would be entirely prohibited. 

(2) A strict limitation in the unladen weight 
of all military and naval aircraft — troop 
carriers and flying boats excepted. 

ó) A restriction in the nóin gon of all kinds 
of military and naval aircraft 


AN OBSERVATION. 

In this last connection, the Tnited Kingdom 
Government wish to add an observation. They 
sincerely desire to see numbers of military 
and naval aircraft restricted, and, here again, 
regard must be had to the course of recent 
events. In 1915-1914 air armaments were negli- 
‘gible, and no comparison with that date can 
usefully be made. 

At the end of the war Great Britain was 

one of the two leading air powers in the 
world. Her Colonial possessions are widely 
scattered, and since the war her responsibili- 
ties have been increased by her various 
mandates from the League of Nations. More 
than any other power, she relies upon air- 
craft to discharge her mandatory duties, 
and to police and ‘control undeveloped 
regions: Yet, in 1932, her first line aircraft 
had been reduced to little more than 20 per 
cent. of her post-war strength, with 
result that the United Kingdom now stands, 
in the number of its military and naval aero- 
planes, only fifth in the list of States. Of 
aircraft authorised for home defence in 1923 
by the United Kingdom Government, with 
the approval of Parliament, 20 per cent. 
have not, in fact, been. constructed. 
Great and far-reaching as these reduc: 
tions in all three arms fase been—beyond 
comparison greater than any which have 
been éffected elsewhere outside the countries 
disarmed by the Treaty of Versailles—His 
Majesty’s Government in the United King- 
dom are ready and eager to join in the 
further measures of disarmament for which 
general agreoment can be attaine 3. 

The ‘proposals which, accordingly, are now 
made constitute an additional contribution, 
practical and extensive, to the effcrt to re- 
lieve the heavy burdens which the main- 
tenance of existing standards imposes upon 
the world, and which the world expects us, 
by a great common effort, effectively to 
diminish. 

Mr. Lansbury said that while reserving 
what they had fo say on the statement, he 
Wished to say how grateful they were to 
Mr. Baldwin for making it. {Hear, hear.)

Scoftish inquiry showed some 
slight improvement also, market, al- 
though no dearer on the whole, proved a 
better selling one, and few cattle were with- 
out buyers’ marks at mid stages of business, 
when last week's prices were firm, with some 
fancy beasts wanted at slightly more money: 
Although 44s. and 45s. per cwt. was recorded 
for a few fancy A.A. beasts, sellers found it 
dificalt to beat 42s. per ewt. for prime 
medium-weights, with the bulk sold around 
40s. Prime heavy-weights proved easier to 
cash, and, if anything, closed firmer at 38s. 
to 44s. cwt. Secondary and rougher, how- 
aver, still remain at low prices; but there 
was more want for same, and business closed 
more satisfactory around 34s. to 37s. cwt. 
Beef cows of quality commanded a ready 
sale, with prices firm, There were more 
cattle to dispose of, but both local and North 
of Ireland buyers operated more freely, and 
notwithstanding the poor support from cross- 
Channel patrons, market got sold up at a 
much earlier hour, without any material 
change in values, which closed at best. Cows 
Ss. to 28s., extra Ws. per cwt.; useful sorts 
22s, to 24s., and plain 18s. to 20s. 

SHEEP AND LAMBS.—Supplies to this 
market showed a substantial . increase of 
1,716 head. A more encouraging and firmer 
tone dominated market, although only in 
isolated fancy cases could values be con- 
sidered better. Lamb trade was somewhat 
freer, as there were some extra shippers 
operating for the first time. Local buyers 
seemed roore in want, and our usual export 


was somewhat handicappe@ with the heavier 
supplies, and prices were Wifficult to better. 
Still there was a good clefrance effected at 
an early hour. Choice wethers and hoggets 
were none too plentiful, and for this reason 
proved steady; but other classes of mutton 
showed little change, being almost unsaleable, 
especially ewes after lamb. Prime mutton 
64d. to 7d., extra 7$d. Ib., occasionally &d. ; 
others 4d, to 6d.; lambs 16s. to 30s. per head ; 
in some cases up to 37s, was paid for small 
fancy lots. 

DAIRY CATTLE.—There was a smaller 
number of dairy cattle put on market. Buyers 
in good attendance, and, although shippers 
were evidently in want of suitable milchers, 
they sought to buy them generally on easier 
terms, and cows of Scotch type changed 
hands at less money. Good first calf heifers, 
however, were scarce, and those of outstand- 
ing merit commanded more money, after 
which a dragging and rather weaker tone was 
manifest. Of the 257 beasts offered for sale 
few were above ordinary class, and many re- 
mained tnsold at late stages of business, 
when, notwithstanding the low prices ruling, 
a clearance seemed doubtful. Best cowa £18 
to £20, extra £21 per head; heifers £19 to 
£21, extra £22 and 53 ; secondary and doubt- 
ful classes £8 to £17. 

PIGS.—Market offered 794 head of swine 
to draw on, being just 71 head more than last 
week. There was a fair number of buyers 
in attendance, which included shippers; but 
trade proved very slow and disappointing. 
Cross-Channel markets are somewhat de- 
pen and prices here, although low, offer 
ittle encouragement to exporters; and off- 
take in this direction was poor. Local buyers 
were more cautious, and, notwithstanding a 
drop in prices, many lots were unsold at a late 
hour, especially light-weight porkers, which 
seem to be going from bad to worse; while 
slips and bonhams are almost impossible to 
cash, Sows were fairly well bid for, but 
prices were difficult to better. Prime light- 
a porkers 38s. to 40s., extra 42s. cwt. ; 
medium bacon 48s. to 54s., Leavier 45s. to 
48s., occasionally 50s. ; sows 30s. to 32s., occa- 
sionally 34s., and slips and bonhams 6s. to 
15s. per head.
